the King of the Perfians , Dercillides who 
was choten General for that War, when he 
found- that he was to tight againft two of the 
Lieatenants of Artaxerxes "Bf bernaboſus and. 


Tiſſafernes , who were /attended with the. 


Powers of formidable Nations , he reſolved. 
to make a peace with- one of them. Tifſafernes 
ſeemed moſi tit for his defign , being more re- 
markable tor his induſtry, and more power» 
fal by the Souldiers of the late King-Cyr#s , 
who being treated with , - and - conditions being 


agreed upon betwixt them, he was diſmiſſed ; * 


whercupon , he was. accuſed by - Pharnabaſus 
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ed them at the. Kings charge, and contraged 
with them for-moriy to delay the Wars, as if all 
the loſs of the Empire ſhould not be put up. 
on one ſcore. He alledged it to be an unworthy 
thing,,. that the War. ſhould'be bought , and nor 
carried on with refolution , and that the Enemy 
ſhould be removed with Mony , and not with 
Arms: Tifſafernes being eſtranged from the King 
by theſe complaints , Pharnabaſus did perſwade 
him,fox the managing of the Wars at Sca,to ſub- 
ſtitute Conox the Atbepian , Admiral in his place 
wao, his Country being loſt by War, did lead a 
baniſhed life in Cyprecs > for the Athenians , al 
though they were broken in their fortunes, had 
yet ſome ſixength at Scaz and it one were to be 
choſen., he alledged that they could not tind a- 
moneglt them all an abler man.

_ five hundred Talents, he was commanded to 


make Conor Admiral of the Fleet : This being 
known at Lacedemon , they by their Ambaſſa- 
dours- did deſire aid of the King of Agype , and 
that they might. " Hercimones.

After this, Midas being forced away (for he 
alſo poſſeſſed a part of Macedonia) and ſome 
other Kings with him, he alone ſucceeded into 
the place of them all, and having united the Na- 
tions into one, he brought the ſeveral people of 
Macedonis into one body, and the Kingdom 
increaſjpg , he,made the foundation firong with 
an intent to raiſe it higher. After him Perdicas 
reigned, whoſe life was famous, and his laſt 
words at his death were as memorable as the pre- 


cepts of the Delphian Oracle for, full of age, and _ 


dying, he ſhewed to his Son Argews, the place 
where he would be buried , and commanded 
that not only his own Body ,' but that the bo- 
dies of all who ſucceeded him in his Kingdom 
ſhould. be interred in the ſame place, preſaging 
that if the Relicks of his Succeffors ſhould be 
buried there, the Kingdom ſhould perpetual- 
ly continue” in that.

of. his youth in a City. of aucient ſeverity 7; 'and 
in the houle' of Epaminondas who was as great 
a Philoſopher , as a General. Not long atter , 
Alexander. _being affaultcd by the Treaſon of 


his Mother 'Exrydice.,, was flain. His Father had . 


pardoned her before , being guilty of contriving 
his death ,.in;rclation to the children he had by 
her , not thinking ſhe would prove as pernicious 
unto them: as to himſelf. - His Brother Perdicas

Perdicas ſeemed the more grievous ,. becauſe the:

Philip a long 
time did deport himſelf, not as a King, but as a 
Guardian to the Infant. But when great Wars did 
threaten the Kingdom , and that the help would 
be too late an the expeRation of'the Infant , he 
took upon him the Government of the Kingdom, 
being compelPd unto it by the people. In the be- 
ginning.ot his Reign , the hopes were great that 
were conceived-ot him , both for his wit, which 
promiſed hjm to prove a great man, and for 
the ancient fates of Macedon , which ſang, That 
one of the Sons of Amynas being King, the tate 
of that Kingdom ſhould be moſt flouriſhing; 
And this was the man who was preſerved from 
the wickedneſs of his Mother , to make good the

The event of theſe things anſwering 
his expectation with ſucceſs, he took to Wife 
Olympias, the Daughter of Neoptolemus King of

what every one did loſe; For, Philip lying in 
wait in Macedonia (as ina watch-Tower) for 
the liberties of them all, whiles he did foment 
their diviſions by ſending aid to the* weaker, 
parties, he made both.the Conquerours and 
Conquered to undergo the yoak of ſervitude. 
The Thebans* were the cauſe and the beginning 


4 of this calamity , who when they were maſtcrs

Athenians ſept aid unto them. In the firſt en- 
counter , Philome/us became maſtey of the Camp 
and Tents of the Thebans; but in the ſecond Battel 
he fell firſt of all, fighting in the front and amongſt 
the deepeſt files of his Enemies, and with the for- 
feit of his impious blood he did anſwer for the 
crime of his factiledge.

ing returned into his Kingdom , he drove Cities 
and People as Shepherds do their Flocks; ſome-

according to his own pleaſure, ' as he would have 
them' peopled, or left defolate ; laqnentable was 
the face of all things, and like unto an utter ru- 
inc. There was no fear of any invaſion of the E- 
nemy, no-hoſtile running up and down of inſtlt- 
ing Congyerors in the ſtreets, no tumult of Arms, 


no plundering of goods ,” nor forcing 'men into 


Captivity 3 .but 'a filent grief gnd ſadneſs did 
poſſeſs thery, 'and a fear, that even the very tears 
in their eyes ſhould be cenſur'd for delinquency : 


Their griefs did increaſe in their counterfeit. 


ins, and in their concealing of thetn Tinking fo

Alexander being now wholly defign*d on the Per- 
fian War , did put to death thoſe kindred of his 
 '«& - Step-mothers, whom Philip advancing to the 

. places of greateſt dignity had ſet over the King- 
dom ; neither was he more indulgent 'to thoſe 
who wete more near unto him, if they nouriſh- 
ed aſpiring thoughts, and were fit for Govern- 
ment, that no occaſion of {edition might call him 
back, being imployed in his Warin 4fia 3 and he-, 
took- into the War thoſe Penſioners of the King 


with'him , the abilities of whoſe underſtandings 
were more eminent than their fcllows , leaving 
thoſe who were of any age and gravity behind 
him for the defence of his Kingdom._ Afﬀer this, 
having drawn his Army all into one Body , he 
ſpeedily embarked them, and being come into 
the hight of Aſiz , being inflamed with an incre- 
dible ardor of ſpirit, he exe&ed twelve Altars, 
where he made his vows to the gods of War : He 
divided all the Patrimony which he had in Ma- 
cedonia and in Exropa amongſt his friends , al- 
Tdeging that 4fiz was ſufficient for himſelf; And 
before that any of his Ships put forth to Sea , 
he offered ſacrifices, deſiring Victory in this 
War , in Which he was to be the Revenger of 
Greece ſo often invaded by the Perſians z whoſe 
#* Empire was grown old , and ripe for change ; it. 
being now high time that the Turn again ſhould 
come about , oY that it ſhould receive others 
- wh & 
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who could do better '*. Neither were the pre- 
ſageful reſolutions of his Army lefs then his own 3 
for all of them forgetting their wives and chil- 
dren , and the War that was to be mannaged fo 
far from their own Country , did propound 
unto ' themſelves the Perfian Gold , and the Ri- 

. Ches of all the Eaſt as already their own booty : 
when they drew near unto the Continent , Alex- 
ander firſt of all did throw-a dart as into the ho- 
ſtile Land, and in his Armour leaping on the 
Shore and vaulting aloft , did cut ating caper, or 
two; He there offered facrihces, praying that 
thoſe Countries would» not unwillingly receive. 
him as their King : In 7/izm alfo he did parentate 
to the Tombs of thoſe who fell in the Trojax- 
War. Advancing afterwards towards the Ene= 
my , he cauſed a Proclamation to be publiſhed ; 
forbidding his Souldicrs to plundcr , alledging 
chat they mult ſpare their own goods , and not 
deftroy thoſe things which they came to poſſcts. 

In his Army there were two and thirty thou- 
{and Foot, and four” thouſand and five hundred 
Horſe , and a Fleet confiſting of one hundred and 
fourſcore and two Ships. With this fo inconl:- 
derable an Army, it is hard to ſay whether he « 
more wondertully did overcome all the Eztiggn 
World”, or that he durit undertaketo do it , ef- 
pecially when to ſo dangerous a War he chole 
not an Army ot robultous men, or in the firlt 
flower of their youth, but old Souldiers , and 
ſome 'who by the Laws of War were to be dif- 
miſſed by reaſon of their Age, and who had ſer- 
ved 1n the Wars of his Fathers and his Grand» - | 
a that you would have taken them co be - |» 
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' ſele&ed maſters of the War, rather than Soul- 
| diers; neither in the fic files or ranks was any a 
leading man who was not. threeſcore years of age, 
inſomuch that, had you beheld the order of their 
Camp , you would have faid that you had fecn a 
Senate of ſome ancient Common-wealth. There- 
fore in the Battel no man thought of flight but of 
Victory, neither did they put any hope in the 
nimbleneſs of their feet , but 1n the ſirength-of 
their Arms, On the other ſide, Darizs King of 
the Perfians in the confidence of his ſtrength, af- 
firmed that nothing was to be done by circum- 
vention, and that the ſiratagems of a fiollen Vi- 
ctory was not ſuitable to his -greatneſs : He 
thought it moxe honorable to drive back the 
War than not to admit it, and not to prohibite 
the acceſs of the Enemy into his Confines, bu 
to receive him.into his Kingdom. The firſt Nor 
tel was in the Plain of Adraftum, where there be. 
ing fix hundred thouſand in the Army of the 
Perſians, they were put to flight,” being overcome 
as much by the policy of Alexander as by the 
courage of the Macedons; great was the ſlaugh- 
ter of the Perſians 3 in the Army of Alexander 
there were ſlain but nine Foat-men, and one 
hundred and twenty Horſe, whom for the en- 
. couragement of their fellows, the King cauſcd to 
be honorably enterred ,- and commanded Statues 
to be erected for them, as for ſome memorable 
Commanders, and gave priviledges of immunity 
- *toall their kindred. After this ViGory, the grea- 
ter part of Afia did ſubmit unto him ; He alfo 
made many Wars with the Licutenants of Darizs ; 
-whom he overcame not fo much by Arms as by 
: -— | tne 
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the terror; of his Name. Whiles theſe things 
were thus mannaged , he underſtood by one. of 
his Captives, that a treaſon was plotted againſt 
him by Alexander of the Lyncefte, the. Son-in- 
law of Amipater, who was the Kings Lieutenant 
in Macedonia, and fearing that it he ſhould put 
him to death, it might occalion ſome tumultgn 
Macedonia ,, he: only confined him to Impriſon- 
ment and Bonds After this, he advanced to the 
City of Gordizm , which is ſituated between both 
the Phrygia*s 4 which City he delired tobe maſter 
of, not fo much for the booty, ' as for that he un-. 
derſtood that in that City, in the Temple of  F#- 
piter , there was conſecrated the plough of Gor- 
diys, the knots of whoſe cords it any could un- 
loofe, the Oracle did preſage of old that he ſhould 
Reign over all 4ſia. The cauſe and original was 
from this; When Gordins was ptoufhing in this © 
Country with his Oxen, great flights of birds of. 
all forts did flie round about. him z and repairing, 
to the Augars of the next City to know the rea. 
ſon of it, he m<tin the Gate of the City a Vir- 
ginSf an excellent beauty : and having deman- 
ded of her to what Axzzr M ſhou!d more parti- 
cularly addreſs himfelt . ſhe having underſtocd 
the occaſion, and having ſome knowledge her 
ſelf in the Art, by the inſtructions of her Parents, 
did make anſwer that the Kingdom was prefaged 
to him, and did offer her {lf the companion of 
his hope, and to be his companion in marriage. , 
So fair a condition did ſeem to be the tarſt felici- 
ty of the Kingdom. After the marriage, there 
did ariſe. a ſedition amongſt the Pbrygianss 
and counſel being asked , What ' period —_ 
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be put unto their differences : and when the 
Oracle did anſwer, That to end the diſcord there 
was need of a King 3 It being demanded 
again, Who. ſhould+ be King : they were com- 
manded to make him King , whom they ſhould 
find with a Plough ehtring into the Temple of 
ter. Gordins was the man whombpreſently 
_ they ſaluted as their King. He conſecrated to 
Regal Majeſty, in the Temple of Fapiter , the 
Plough by which the Kingdom was conferr'd on 
him. After him there reigned his Son” Midas , 
who being inftructed by Orphexs in the folemni- 
ties belonging to the worſhip of their gods , did 
hill all Phrygia with Religion , and Ceremonies 3 
by which, during the whole courſe of his life , 
he was f{afer then by his Arms. 

Alexander therefore , the City beiny taken , 
when he came into the Temp'e of Frpirer , he 
'demanded where the Plough was , which being 
ſhewed unto him , when he could not diſcover+ 
the ends of the cords lying hid ameng the mul- 
tiplicity of the foldings , he gave a violent inter- 
pretationeto the ſenſg of the Oracle , and cuRing 
the cords aſunder with his (word the knots were 
undone, and he found the ends lying undiſcover- 
ed in the myſtery of the twifts. Whiles this was 
in agitation , he was informed that Darivs was 
approiclting to give him Battcl with a formida- 
ble Army. Therefore fearing the danger of the 
 treights, he in a ſwift march did lead his'Army 
over the Mountain of Tawrss in which cxpediti- 
on , -his Infantry without any reſpite did run five 
hundred furlongs. When he came unto'Tarſzs, 
being taken” with the plezſimtnels of the River 
"AG Ee os OF OF 
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" Cydnus , running through the midfi of the City, 
| having unbuckled his Armour , and being coyer- 
"ed with (weat and duſt, he threw himſelf into 
'the River which was extreamly cold. On a ſud- 
den, ſogreat and fo chilling a þenummedneſs 
"did 'poſſels/every . joynt ,-that being ſpeechleſs 
the danger' could bez neither deferred , not any 
hope of remedy admitted. There was one of his 
Phyfitians Philip by Name who promiſcd to give 
a redreſs unto his evil, but ſome letters ſent. the 
"day before by Parmenio from Cappadocia did ren- 
der him ſuſpeQted to the King , who not know- 
ing of A4l:xander*s ſicknels_ did write unto him 
to have a careful eye on Philip his Phyſitian , be- 
cauſe he was corruptcd by Darizs with a/great 
fum of fnoney. . 'Howſoever,z thinking it {ater to 
commit himſelf in the doubtful truſb of his Phy- _ 
litian, than undoubtedly to periſh by his diſcatg, 
having received the Cup, he delivered the ict 
ters to him, and ſteadfalily did behold him'as he 
drank the phyſick : Having obſerved rim to be 
not moyed at the (enſe of the letter , he became 
more cheerful , and no the fourth day afterwards 
was recovered. In the mean time, Darizs ad- 
vanced towards him with an, Army of three hpn=- 
dred thouſand Foot , and one hundred thouſand 
Horſe ; The multitude of his numbers did trou- 
ble Alexander in tefped& of the fewnels of his 
Souldiers,but computing with himſelf what greag 
atchievinents he,had. performed. by that paucity, 
and how many Nations he had overthrown his _ 
hope did overcome his fear, and thinking it.dan- 
gerous.to delay.the Battel ;, leſt ſome ditperatign 
ould grow upon the minds of his Souldiers,

he did. ride about his Army Sand by ſeveral ex- 


hortations did 'enflame the courage of the ſeve- 


ral Nations; he ftirr*d up the Ilyrians and the 
Thracians with the oftentation of the wealth of 
the Perſians - the'Greciazns , with the memory of 
their former Wars, and with their perpetual ha- 


.tred- againſt rhe Perfians : He put the Maccdoni- 


ans in mind of Exryope overcome ,. and of Afia de- 
fired by themz and that the world had not any 
Souldiers that were comparable unto them : This 
Bartethe ſaid, would pur an end to their labours, 
but -no end unto their glory : AS he delivered 
Theſe words , he'did once and-again command 


| his Army to ſtand , that by that delay they might 


the - better obſcrve and ſuſtain the unwieldy 
numbers of the Enemies 3 neither was Darims 
leſs induſtrious in the marſhalling of his Army; 

for, omittihtg, no office of a'Genera], he in his own 
perſon did ride about the Army, and did ex- 
Hort every one ,. and admoniſh them of the an- 
cient glory of the Perſian Empire ; and of their 
everlaſting poſſcfſion of it , which was granted to 
them by the immortal gods. Afcer this, the Battel 
-was fought with great reſolution, . in which both 
Kings were wounded , and the Fight was doubt- 
fuluntil Darizs fled , whereupon there followed 
4 great ſlaughter 'of the Perfiarns 3 there were 
flain of their Foot threeſcore and ten thouſand , 

and ten thouſand of their Horſe, and forty thou- 
ſand were taken: Priſoners. © Of the Macedns 
there were flain one hundred and thirty Foot , 


and one hundred and fifty Horſe: In-che Camp of 


the Perfians , there was found much gold , and 
other rich morables, - Among we Caprives there 


-'were 
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were the Mother; . and the Wife , who was alfo 
the ſifter of Dariws ; and his two daughters; To 
viſix and to comfort whom, when Alexamder 
. came, in perſan-with ſome-men in Arms , they, 
imbracing one- another , "as.if immediately they 
'were to die, did make a skrieking lamentation : 
. then- humbling. themſelves at. the knees of Alex- 
ander , they deſired not life. ,, but only a refpite 
from gdcath fo long ,- untill they had buried the 
body of Darixs.. - Alexander being moved” at 
their {0 great..a- piety, did both give theman 
aſſurance of the lite of Drs , and withal took 
from them the fear of death , and did command 
that they ſhould. be cſicemed,, - and ſaluted: as | 
Queens ,. and-commanded the daughters of Da- 
rins to look for Husbands ſuitable to'the digni- 
ty of their Father. After this, taking into his 
obſervation, the riches-and- precious Furniture 
of Darius, he was poſſeſſed with admiration att; 
he then firſt began to delight himſelf with luxu- 
rious Banquets, and the magnificence of Feaſts, 
and to be. tempted by the beauties of Barſine his 
Captive, on whom. having afterwards begot a 
Son , he did call him Hercwzles. -But remembring 
that Darins was yet alive, he commanded Per- 
menio to {cize upon the Perfian Fleet, and ſent 
ſome others of his friends to take polleſlio 1on of 
ſome Cities in Afis , which , the fame of his Vi- 
Gory being underſtood, came preſently into the 
hands of the Conquerors; z the LicutenantS of Da- 
rius. delivering |. themſelves with vaſt ſums of 
gold unto - hy | Aﬀer this, he- advancediinto 
Syria, where many Kings of the Eaft with Fil- 
lers and Miters did meet F Rags of whom, ſome he 
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| revcived: into the Geciniy of his friendſhip accot- 
ding to . theiz metrics , and from © others he took 
their Kingdoms, new Kings being choſen in their 
places. Among- others, Abdotomenes choſen 
King of Sidonis by Alexander , was remarkabt, 
who living but miſerably before (.a)l his ii 
ployment being. either to ſcour ditches, or tb 
water gardens.) was ordained King by him , the 
Nobility of that Kingdom being rejed&ed , leſi 
they thould impute their royalty to their birth , 
and:not to the benefit of the giver. When the 
City of Tyre had ſent to Alexander by their Am- 
hens, a Crown of gold of great weight in 
pretence of gratulation 3 the gift being grate- 
tully accepted , 'Alexander did declare unto them 
that he woul repair himſelf unto Tyre to pay his 
vows to Hercules: The Ambaffadours replying, 
that he, might perform that better in the old 
Town of Tyre ; and in the more ancient Church, 
and defiring withal, that he would forbear to 
enter into their new City : > Alexander was fo in- 
cenſed at it, that he threatned utterly to deſtroy 
their City : and immediately drawing his Army 
fo the land , he was not lefs 'xefolutely received 
by the 7 yrians , through the confidence they had 
s being afliied by the Carthiginians. The ex- 
ample alſo of Dide did confirin them in their re- 
ſolution, who, Carthage. being builded, were _ 
| Mrsofthe third part of the World , thinkin 
diſhonourable , if their women fad more reſin U- 
tion to fubdue forreigh Kingdoms, then they had 
to defend their own liberty : Thoſe therefore 
who were untit for the ſcrvicepfthe War , being 
removed to Carthage , and the ayd of that City 
| \- og 
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deſired to be haſtened', they were not long after 
ſurprized' by treachery ; After 'thi?, he took 
Rboaer, 4 and Cilicia upon compolition, 
and: wis refolved to go to Fapiter-Hamymon to 
ask counſel of -him concerning the event of 
thirigs to come,,. and concerning his own Origi- 
nal; for his Mother Olympias had confeſſed to his 
Father Philip, that'Alexander was not begot by 
him, but by a Serpent of a vaſt extent and bulk, 
And Philip not long before his death; did openly 
confeſs that Alexander was not his Son, and cau- 
ſed Olympias to be divorced from him} as being 
guilty of incontinence 3 Alexander therefore de- 
firing to know the divinity” of his Original, 
and to*deliver his- Mother from Infamy, did 
ſend forne before hand to ſuborn the Prieſts 
what anſwers they ſhould give vnto him. Entring 
into the Temple, the Priclts immediately did fa- 
Jute hirh as the Son of Ammon He being joyful - 
of this*his: adoption by the god ,*did cotnmand 
that Fupiter-Hzmmon ſhould be eſteemed as his 
Father. After this he deminded, whether he had 
taken full revenge on all the Murtherers of his - 
Father : It was anſwered, That his Father could 
neither be killed, nor die; but the revenge for 
King Philip was fully performed. After which, 
having propounded a third demand unto them : 
It was an(wered, That both Victory in all Wars, 
and the poſſeſſion of all. Lands was granted to 
him. His Companions'allo wee enjoyned by the 
| Prieſt to worſhip him as a God,and not as a King; 
From-hence he was poſſſſed with a firange inf ; 
lence, and a wonderful pride of mind, being altos «4 
gether eſtranged frem that familiarity "—_ | 
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had leamed by the letters'of the Greciens ; and 
che inftitutfons of the Macedons ; Being return- 
ed from Hammon, he builded Alexandris ; "and 
commanded that a Colony of the Macedons 
ſhould be the chief Seat of HZEgypt- 
Darizs fying intq Babylon , delired Alexander 
by letters, that he might have the liberty to 're- 
deem the Captive Ladies, and promiſed him a 
vaſi_ſum of mony. But Alexander returned an- 
{wer, That to redeem thoſe Captives,he muſt not 
only have his money , but all his Empire. 'Not 
long after, Darizs did write again to Alex- 
ander , and in his letter he offered him the mar- 
T1age 'of his Diughter , and a great: part of the 
Ernpire, but Alexander did write back unto him, 
that he gave him but that which was his own 
before, and commanded him to come as a_Sup- 
pliant to him, and to permit the Conquerour to 
diſpoſe of the Kingdom at his own pleaſurc. 
Wherefore having abandoned all hope 'of Peace, 
Darius d:d- prepare again for the War, and ad- 
vanced* againſt Alexander with fous hundred 
thouſand foot , 'and one hundred thoufand horſe. 
In his mareh he was informed that his Wile 'was 
dead in her extremity of pain by an abortive 
birth, and that Alexander "did-lament her death, 
and affified at her burial, which civilities he 
uſed towards her, not out of any heat of vain 
love, butby the obligations of humanity z for ke 
was affured that g4lexe#nder did never -{ee her 
but once, when he oftentimes repaired to'com- 
'Gort his Mother , and his Daughters 3 Dariw 
thus  confelling that he. /ivas tculy '.conguer- 
&d, when after ſo many Battels, his Enemy in 
courteſies 
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courtefies did overcome him , - and: that it was 
not altogether unplealing to him , that him- 
J ſelf was not vicorious, eſpecially whey, he Was 
conquered: by ſuch. an Enemy 3 did write the 
third time unto Alexander 3 and gave him 
thanks for his civil reſpe&ts unto his Family , 
and offered him his other Daughter co Wile, 
and the greater part of his Kingdom, even to 
the River of Eupbrates g/and thirty thouſand 
Tlents for the other Captives. Alexander re- 
turned anſwer, That the giving thanks of an- 
Enemy Was ſuperfluous , .neither had he done a- 
| ny thing in flattery of him,. or in the diftruſt of 

the event of the War, or to complement for. 


 Þ| conditions of Peace, but out of the greatneſs of | 
his mind by which he had learned to contend a- *: 
: | rs the Forces, but not the Calamities, of his | 
| nemies: He-promiſed that he wou!d allow the 
; ſame Grants to Darius , if he would be his Se- 


cond, and not his Equal: But as the World could 
not be governed by two Suns, no more could ic 
| eadure the Government of two ſuch great Em- 
pires in a fafe condition : Therefore he ſhould * 
come,. he ſaid, and make a ſurrender-of himſelf 
on tiat preſent day, or prepare for the batte] on * 
the next 3 nor promiſe to himſelf any other for- 
tune, then of what before he had the experience. 
Oa the next day their Armies ſtood both in 
battel aray 3 .Immediately , before the tight be- 
gan, a. deep ſleep invaded Alexander , pof- 
{cfſed . with rop much care; who. being only 
wanting in the Battel, he was with much ado 
awakened by Parmeni» : All men demanding 
the cauſe of fo found a ſleep in-{ſuch apparent 
| 1 danger, 
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danger , when in his greateſtlcifures he was al- 
ways but little inclined” toitz He made anſwer, 
that being delivered from a great fear, the ſud- 
dennefs of his ſecurity was the occaſion of it, *for 
he might now fight at once with all the Forces 
of Darius , being afraid before, that the Wars 
would be delayed, if the Perfians ſhould have di- 
vided their, Army. Before the battel did begin, 
both the Armies madegy fiand , and did look on 
one ariother. The Macedoms did wonder at the 
multitudes of their Enemies , at the greatnebs of 
their bodies , and the beauty of their Armovr : 
The Perſians were amazed, that ſo many thou- 
{and of their' Souldiers had fo often by fo few 
been overcome. The two Kings did ride round 
about their Armies ; Dariws aſſured his, that if 
the diviſion were made throughout his Army, 
he had ten men in Arms to fight againſt but one 
of his Enemies. Alexander admoniſhed the Ma- 
cedonians not to be troubled with the multicudes 
of their Enemies, nor with the greatneſs of their 


, bodies, or the novelty of theit complexion ; he 


commanded them only to'remember that this is 


_the third time they fought with them, and ts 
- . conſider that they were become never the ber- 


ter men by their fo often flying away , but car- 
ryed always with them the ſad remembrance of | 
their former overthrows, and of ſo much blood 
they had loſt before 'in the two other battels. 
He affured them that as Darizs did exceed in 
men, fo did he im firength 7* He perfwaded

Lexander after this, with great Funetal-ex- 
- pences,did honour thoſe Souldiets whom 
he loſt in the purſuit of Darius, and di- 
vided fifteen thouſand Talents amongſt 
their fellows who, did accompany him in that '2 
Expedition. . The greateſt part of their horſes -* 
were loſt by the exceflive heat, and thoſe which - 7 
remained alive, were made unſerviceable. The 
| treaſure, conſiſting of one hundred and fifty four k 
| thouſand Talents, was brought all into one Ex- -- 7 
chequer, and Parmenio was made Chancellour A 
of it. In the mean time, Letrers were received 
from Antipater in Macedonia , in which the 
War . of Agis King of the. Lacedemonians in 
Greece, the War of. Alexander (King of Epirus} 
in Italy, and the War of Zopyron his Liente- 
nant in Scythis were contained : with which 
news he was diverſly affeted , but received . 
more joy by the. death' of the two Kings that | 
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did emulate his glory, than he expreſſed grief 
for " the! lols of Zopyron” with'his "Arnily * For 
after the departure” of Alexander , | almoſt” 'all 
Greece, taking advantage of his' abſence , did 
combine to take Arths for The recovery of their 
liberty 3 in; which, -they followed the authori- 
ty of 'the Lacedemenians , who alone deſpiſed 
the- Peace with Philip and Alexander., . and re- 
fuſe&the conditions of it. The General of this 
War Was Agis King of the Lacedemonians ; 
which inſurre&ion Antipater , having drawn 
his Forces together , did ſuppreſs in the very 
beginning of ir. The ſlaughter howſoever was 
great on both-ſides: A4gis when he-behcld his 
Souldiers to turn their backs, having cleared 
himſelf of. his Guard , that he might be <qual to 
Alexander , though not in fortune, yet in cou- 
rage, did make fo great a flaughter of his Ene- 


' mies,, that ſometimes he drove whole Troops of - 


them bcfore him: At the laſt,, though he was 
 overborn by the multitude, yct he overcame 
them all in glory. And Alexander King of Epi- 


rus being called into Trzly by the Taventines, de- 


firing ayd againtt the Brutians, did march with 


. fo much rcfolution , that it in the divition of the 


world, the Welt by lot had fallen to him , and 
theEattro Alexander , the Son of Clympias his 
Siſter , he might have found no, leſs a ſubject of 


} In Treaty, Africh, , and in Sicily, than the 


other in: 4fiz , and amongſt the Perfians. - To 


--this may'be added, that as the Oracles 'at De!- 


pbes-did* fore-warn Alexander the Great of trea-

aias which belonged to his Son-in-law Antipa- 
ter. - Therefare Demetrizs being poſſeſſed with 
all the ſtrength of the Kingdom of Macedonia, 
did* reſolve to ſeize upon Afia, when Ptolemy, 
Selencus, and Lyſimachus having made proof be- 
fore, of what force was Concord, did enter 
into a League -together, and having amaſſed 
their Forces into. one body , . they tranſlated the 
War againſt Demetrius into Europe. Pyrrhus King 
of Epirus, did joyn himſclt unto them as theig 
Companion 1in the War, hopmg that Demerrius 
wouJd loſe Mzcedoniz as eaſily, and as ſudden- 
ly as he obtained it; neither was he deceived in 
his\expcation. For bis Army being corrupt- 
ed,” and himſelf pur to flight, he left his King- 
dom to the Conquerours. In the mean time, 
Lyfimachus filled his Son in-law Antipater, com- 
plaining that the Kingdom was taken from: him 
by his deceit, ard 'commirte41 into Euſtody. his 
own D.ughter Eurydice , the companion of his 
complaints; And rhus all the Family of Antips- 
ter, partly by ſlaughter, parcly by puniſhment, be- 
came ſo many facritices to {atisfy the revenge of 
the Ghoſt of Alexander, both for his own death, 

and for the: defiruction of all his off-ſpring De- 
wetrius allo being furrounded- by ſo many 
mics, when it was in his power. to dye ho 
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* / The War being ended, Ptolemy dyett full of the 
+ plory of his atchierements: He againſt the Law 
of Nations dehivercd the Kingdom to his young- 
eſt Son, not long before the laſt infirnity of 
his Age, and afterwards did give a-reafon of 
it to the people 3 the favour which the young 
man gained, was no leſs in receiving, than was 
his Fathers in delivering the Scepter 3 Among(t 
other examples of mutual piety betwixt the Fa- 
| ther and the Son,it procured the young man many 
reſpe&s of love among} the people , that his 
Father , having publickly delivercd his Kingdom 
to him, did privately attend upon him among 
the Guard; affirming, that to be the Father of a 
King, was more honourable, then to enjoy any 
Kingdom whatſoever. But diſcord (an afſiduous 
evilamongſt equals) had moved a new War be- 
twixt Lyſinachus and King Pyrrbus , Aﬀociates 
not long before againſt Demetrins. Lyſfimachus 
being the Conquerour, having routed Pyrrhus, 
did poſſeſs himſelf ' of Macedonia ': He after- 
wards did make War againſt the Thracianr , and 
not long after againſt the Heraclians , the be- 
ginning -and the ending of Whoſe City was ad- 
mirable; For the peſtilence raging in Bzotiz, 
the Oracle at Delphbos anſwered , that they ſhoald 
"Plant a Colony in the Country of Pontus , which 
they ſhould dedicate to Hercules, When it'was 
omitted by reaſon of the fear of the long and 
 Uangerous voyage by Sea, every man'deliring 
"tagher to dye in his own Country, the Phocenſians 
made War againſi them, and being after _— 
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ſhed he them, " again bd _ to Sj 
Oracle, which "anſwer d, That the remedy was 
the ſame both for "the. War ayd the Pcſtilence. 
Therefore a confiderable Ara being Urawn- 
together , 'and brought to Metapontzr, they buil- 
ded the City of Heraclee; and becauſe they were 
brought thither by the Ordinance of the Deſtinics 
in a ſhort time they obtained great poſſeſſions. + _ 
This City aftexwards maintained many wars 
againſt their Neighbours , and much they ſuffer» 
cd by difſentions at home : Amongſt other paſſa- 
ges of magnificence,this one is memorable. When 
the Atbenians were Maſters of all , and'the Perfi- 
aus were overcome, it was ordered by the Athe= 
zians , that the tribute of Afia and Greece ſhould 
be.for the maintenance of the Navie 3 all other 
Cities readily ſubmitting for their own ſafety 
the Heraclians only. retuſed by reaſon to their 
ancient friendſhip with the Kings of Perfia. Ma- 
lafius therefore being ſent with an Army to 
force them to Contribution , which they werere- 
ſolved not to pay; whiles he was plundering, their 
Country., having left his ſhips in their Harbour, 
there did ariſe on a Tadden fo great a tempeſt , 
that he loſt all his Fleet , with theÞreateſt part of ' 
his Army ;. therefore when they could not return = 
by Sca , having loſt all their ſhips, nor durlt ad- 
venture to return by Land with ſo ſmall an Army 
amongſt ſo many warlike Nations, the Heracliens 
thinking it more honourable to confer a benefit 
then to revenge a diſcourtchie , did ſend chem 
home. furniſhed both with Sc: -men agd Proyiſi- 
ons, bclieving that herein che a, rovided well . 
fortenlcives, and for £ th " 39h by yy 
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confirm*d thoſe to be their friends, who wete 
before their Enemies. Amongſt many other ca- * 
lamitics, they #lſo endured the heavie burthen 
of Tyranny ; for when the commion people did 
top imporently dcmand new Tables, and a level- 
ling- proportion to be ſhared arnongft chemi in 
the Fields of thoſe who were rich, the buſineſs 
being ofteh debated in the Senate, when it could 
not be determined ; the Senate defired ayd of 
Timotheis General of the Athenians, and not long 
after of Epaminondzs General of the Thebans : 
but both, of them refuſing it , 'they had recourſe 
roClearchas , whom they themſelves had forced 
into baniſhment # So great was the neceffity of 
their calamitics , that they called him back to 
the defence of their Country , whom they had 
commanded never to return unto it; * Bur Cle- 
archus returning more wicked from his Baniſh- 
ment , conceiving this difſention of the people 
to bt a prompt occaſion offered to him 'o zxer- 
ciſe his Tyranny , he had firſt a conference with 
Mithridates the Enemy of his Cifzens;, and ha- 
ving cntred into.a League, he compounded with 
him to be mgde his Lieutenant , and to betray 
the City to him-as ſoon as he was called bacKin- 
to his Country. Afterwards he turned the trea- 
chery which he had prepared for the Citizens 
againſt Mirhridates himfclt : For being returned 
from baniſhment , as the Arbittator of civil diſ-
